W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Nineteenth and Twcn-

six, intituled “ An Act for the bettei- Preservation of the c. 

Peace in Ireland,” which Act was to continue in force until the First 
g Day of July in the present Year: And whereas it is expedient that 
the said Act should he further continued : Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same : 

10 I. That the said recited Act shall continue in force until the First Recitad Act 
JyJy One thousartd eight hundred and sixty ^ or, if Parhament 
be then sitting, until the End of the then Sessiort, of Parliament. 
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
